In accordance with the above 
call, a meeting of the miners of 
Green River County, U. T., was 
held at Fort Bridger on the 20th 
day of August, 1864. 


On motion, W. A. Carter was 
elected President of the meeting, 
and QO. Jewett, Secretary. 

The meeting having been cal- 
led to order, proceeded to busi- 
ness, 

Juhn Sharp then offered the 
following resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted. Be it 

Resolved, By the miners of 
Green River County, U. T., thata 
mining district be formed to be 
known in future as the “Fort 
Bridger Mining District,” bounded 
a8 follews.: Commencing at Soda 
Springs on Bear River, I T., and 
running thence up Bear River 
along tbe eastern bank of the 
same to its source; thence dae 
south to a point intersecting the 
40th degree of north latitude ; 
thence east along the said degree 
of latitude to the intersection of 
the 108th degree of longitude 
west from Washington; thence 
north along said parallel of longi- 
tude to the intersection of the 
43d degree of north latitude ; 
thence west along said degree of 
latitude to a point due north of 
Soda Springs ; thence due sonth 
to Soda Springs, the point of be- 
ginning. 

It was then resolved that the 
President appoint a Committee of 
three to draft By-Laws for the 
government of the district, to be 
reported at the next meeting. 

‘A. A.C. Williams, W. E. Mel- 
ville and L. B. Scott, were selec- 
ted as a Committee to draft laws 
and ordered to report at the next 
meeting. 

On motion, the meeting adjour- 
ned to meet on Saturday the 28th 
August, 1864, at 2 o’clock, p. m.

Lvery discoverer, lo- 
cator, company or claimant, shall 
be required to sink a hole five 
feat deep upon his or their claim, 
within three months from date of 
hocation, except during the winter 
months, or when the weather is 
too inclement or the water too 
high to admit of working,.in which 
ease, the time in which the in- 
clement season prevails, shall not 
be counted in the time required. 
By failere to eomply with this 
Section the claim is liable to en- 
try by another party. ; 

Ninth. Work done in good 
faith by any individual or com- 
pany, on any cut, tannel, shaft or 
drift, having for its object the in- 
tersection or drainage of his or 
their claim, shall be consigered 
equivalent to the work required 
in Seetion 8th. 


Tenth Whenever fifty cents 
per foot shall have been expended 
wpon the claim of any individual 
or company in-any one location 
claimed by him or them, said 
claim shal be considered as real 
estate, and not subject to forfei- 
ture, except upon actual aban- 


gdonment. 

Eleventh. Any enlisted man in 
the military service of the United 
States holding claims in this mip- 
ing distriet, shall not be required 
to do any work upon thern until 
ninety days after the expiration 
of the term. of his service ; the 
same to be reckoned from the time 
of his discharge from the army. 


Fwelfth... These rules or mining 
laws may be altered or amended 
by a majority of those present at 
any meefing of miners in the dis- 
trict, at any time after twenty 
days notice of such meeting shal!
